Rejection of claims 1 to 14 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph 

Claims 1 to 14 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as allegedly 
indefinite for using the term "metabolite." In order to advance prosecution, and without conceding 
to the merits of this rejection, Applicants have canceled claims 1 to 14 in the present amendment.
